All attempts to forecast the future of the New Deal 
ire complicated by the recent appearance of a ^uprising 
ind unpleasant fact; to wit, that approximately 23,000,- 
500 Americans will be on relief this winter. 
Here is a factor that nobody had looked for. 
Trying 
to figure out where it came from gets us nowhere. The 
jnortant thing is to recognize how drastically it condi­ 
tions everything that we may try to do. 
A sixth of the entire country is no longer able to sup­ 
port itself. More people than live in New York and Penn- 
ivlvania 
combined will get through the winter only 
:hrough the assistance of the government. 
All the relief! 
problems that we ever had before dwindle almost to in- 
jignificance in comparison. 
Now perhaps the most surprising thing about it all is 
•hat Mr. RichbergN disclosure of the staggering size of 
:he relief problem has not created more alarm. 
The new* has sobered us. to be sure, and it has worried 
jr—but it has not created panic. 
It has not led us to 
throw up our hands and look to inflation as the sole pos­ 
sible solution. It has not made us feel that all our recov­ 
ery effort to date is a flat failure. 
It has not given us 
hat hopeless feeling that the depression is a vast, boa 
lonstrictor-like force which will go on tightening its coils 
•mtil it crushes us. 
On the contrary, people generally have taken a cool 
and sensible view. Here is our problem, and it is a good 
deal bigger and knottier than we thought it. was going to 
— hut it isn't insoluble, and our confidence in ourselves 
is such that we believe we can take it in our stride. 
Yet this confidence should not lead us to under-estimate 
:he pressure which a relief problem of this magnitude can 
exert. Unless we keep ahead of it, it can drive us—in di­ 
rections we may not foresee. 
For these 23,000,000 have got to be taken care of, no 
matter what it costs us; further, to see that they are fed 
jnd housed is only part o:’ the job. Eventually they must 
bp put back to work. And when you try to figure out how 
this is to be done, you begin to see what a complicating 
factor this relief situation really is.

EYES OF WHOLE 


UP TO THE FARMERS. 
Chester C. Davig, administrator for the AAA, says that 
future crop control schemes will depend on the wishes of 
the farmers themselves. 
Corn belt farmers will he asked to take part in a refer­ 
endum. to say what they want to do about their 1035 corn 
crop. Similar referenda will he taken amonjz other farm­ 
ers regarding other phases of the AAA program; and if 
the farmers wish to give up the whole crop control plan, 
they will be able to say so, and the government will listen 
to them. 
It is doubtful if any man is wise enough to predict, at 
present, just how the farmers will vote; and that is pre­ 
cisely what makes the taking of these referenda a wise 
move. In the long run, no agricultural plan can succeed 
if it does not have the support of a majority of the farm­ 
ers. To find out exactly how the farmers feel about the 
present program is a very sensible move.
